| BY HURRICANE 


All Accounts Report the Crops 
breally Yamaged in Ala- 
ama and Mississippi 


MUCH OF THE STAPLE 
BURIED IN THE GROUND 


Figures on the Damage to Cotton 
Vary, but All Estimates Reach 
Far Into the Millions, 
Train and Wire Ser- 
vice Gone. 


Selma, Ala., September 28.—Reporte 
from the.storm in this vicinity come 
practically from those who have come 
in on trains, and these state that the 
damage to the cotton crop in the fields 
has been exceedingly great. The wind 
literally whipped the staple out of the 
bolls, and the heavy rains of yesterday 
afternoon and evening buried it the 
ground. There is no wire communica- 
tion south of the city. 

The Louisville and Nashville railroad 
from this city to Pensacola, Fla., did 
not send out any trains today, 
trains of yesterday having been wrecked 
at Monroe, and nothing being heard from 
it since late yesterday evening. No 
train has reached Selma gn the Southern 
railway from Mobile since 5 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. The Southern trains 
to Meridian and Akron are. running on 
time. 

Cotton Ruined in Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., September 28.—The loss 
to the growing cotton crop in Miss‘ssip 
pi. due to the tropical storm which has 
been raging over that state since Thurs. 
day last, has been very disastrous. Va- 
rious estimates place the loss to 
erty and crops in Mississippi well up in 
the millions.

The cotton crop through this entire 
area, however, is reported as being badly 
damaged; that the output will not reach 
more than 50 per cent of the expected 
yield of the middle of last July; that 
staple not completely destroyed was so 
badly cut by the sand, dirt and flying 
debris that the quality has been mate- 
rially lessened.

Anti-Saloonists. Advise Course 
of Deliberation, 


Meeting at Wesleyan Tabernacle 
Yesterday Developed Number of 
Hot Passages—Whisky Men 
Looked on Proceedings, 
but Said Nothing. 


The mass meeting of the Anti-Saloon 
League of Atlanta, which was held in 
Wesleyan Memorial church .- yesterday 
morning at |!0 o'clock, decided to post- 
pone the circulation of a petition calling 
for a local option election to prohibit 
the sale of whisky and to await the ac- 
tion of city council at its meeting next 
Tuesday. 

The meeting was attended by fully 500 
persons, the church and business ele- 
ment being largely in the niajority, while 
there was a small sprinkling of saloon 
men who, however, took little active in- 


terest in the deliberations of the meet- 
ing, but contented themselves with si- 
lently looking on.

The training of the young Newfound- 
lands that M. Lepine periodically adds 
to his taff is one of the sights of Paris. 
It takes place in the headquarters of the 
agents plongeurs, a small building on the 
quay side not far from the cathedral of 
Notre Dame. Dogs and men enter into 
the exercise with zest, and there is usual- 
ly a crowd of onlookers. Only dummy 
figures are used, but the “rescue” is, 
nevertheless, a very realistic affair. The 
big dogs know perfectly well what the 
exercise means, and they wait with comic 
enthusiasm until the dummy is thrown 
into the water and an agent plongeur 
rushes out on hearing the splash and the 
owcry of spectators. While the men are 
busy with lines and life buoys, the dog 
plunges into the water, swims to fhe 
dummy, watches with rare intelligence 
for an opportunity to get an advantage- 
ous hold; and ithen it either swims ashore 
or waits for its master, who brings to the 
rescue long poles, cork belts, and the 
like. The more experienced dogs, how- 
ever, will easily effect @ rescue from first 
to last without human assistance; and it 
is an inspiring sight to watch them 1!o00k- 
ing for a foothold on the slippery sides 
of the river bank, and pulling the heavy 
dummy into_a place of safety. 

It takea about four months to train 
the dogs efficiently. They, are also 
charged with the protection of their mas-

ON SSUE BONDS 
OR CTY HAL 


How Atlanta Can Build Hall 
and Armory, 


(City Comptroller Furnishes Figures 
Showing That Atlanta Can Bor- 
row Over $2,000,000—Only 
Half Million Needed for 
Proposed Building. 


Citizens and members of the city council 
are taking hold of the proposition to 
build a city hall ang armory in earnest, 
and the statements of Mayor Woodward 
and Colone] Clifford Le Anderson are 
meeting with the heartiest indorsement. 

Figures from the office of the cily 
comptroller show clearly that Atlanta 
hag the legal right and can now safely 
borrow enough money to build the hall 
and armory. 

It will rest with the people. The city 
council] will have to get a special act 
passed by the state legislature authoriz- 
ing an election on bonds for the hall and 
the armory and the council will have to 
cal] the election and submit the matter 
to a popular vote. 

It is belleved that a large majority of 
the taxpayers will vote for such an issue 
of bonds. 

What the City Can Borrow. 
-City Comptroller Goldsmith states that 
Atlanta now has a borrowing ability of 
$2,096,921 .40. 

The charter allows the city to borrow 
money to the amount of 7 per cent of 
its total realty and personality. On Jan- 
uary |, of this year, Atlanta's total] tax- 
able values on realty and personalty was 
$73,932,729. Seven per cent of this would 
be $5,175,291.03. In the first of the year 
the bonded debt was $3,541,500. Adding 
to this the floating debt of $95,138.50, the 
total outstanding ipdebtedness of the city 
fs $3,636,638.50. From this must be 
taken the sinking fund of $558,268.87, and 
this will leave Atlanta's debt which must 
come under the 7 per cent clause $3,- 
078,369.63. Subtracting this amount from 
the $5,175,291.03 and there is left $2,- 
096,921.40 which Atlanta can stil] UWBor- 
row by issuing bonds. 

These figures have been gone over by 
the mayor and several members of coun. 
cil and it is believed that the initiatory 
step for the hall and armory will be 
taken next Monday afternoon. 

Much Can Be Done Now. 

While council must wait for an act by 
the legislature authorizing a bond elec- 
tion, yet there is much that can be done 
in the intervening time. A site can be 
selected and plans for the bullding se- 
cured. Bids could be advertised for and 
other matters looked after which would 
save time when the people finally decide 
by their votes for the bonds. 

It its believed that the demand for 
a city hall and armory is so imperative 
that the people will readily place their 
stamp of approval upon the project when 
they are asked to vote for or against 
the bonds. 

It is pointed out by the city comp*roliler| 
that the city has only issued bonds for 
about three-fifths of her borrowing ca- 
pacity. 


Under the plans proposed by the mayor, 
the hall and armory would not cost over! 
$500,000, and tthis would be the amount 
of the bonds which will have to be !s-! 
sued.

Police Say There 1s No Fear 
of Trouble 


Saloons Are Closed and Wo Person 
Will Be Permitted to Loiter on 
the Streets After Dark—The 
Negro Perfectly Safe, Says 
the Mayor. 


Some timid people have been locking 
forward to Saturday nignt with fear and 
dread, simply because the first outbreak 
occurred on Saturday night, and there 
nas always been-a large crowd of negroes 
nm Decatur and Peters streets on the 
last night in the week. 
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But the police have announceg that’ 


tonight will be as quiet if not more quiet 
than last night. ; 

In the first place all the saloons aro 
closed, and no liquor can be sold. and 
Saturday night’s turnouts and boister- 
ousness mainly dapend on liquor. 

Then, no negros or white men will 
aiiowed to foiter on the streets after 
Jark. They must make their purchases 
and then hike for home. 

No Trouble Expected. 

Chief Jennings says that his force fs 
now well in hand, and that the extra 
eare to be taken tonight to observe order 
will keep down even a semblance of 
trouble, 

Last night there were not a dozen ne- 
sroes on Decatur and Peters streets after 
dark. The negroes had all gone home. 

It was reported to the police yesterday 
morning that a number of negro women, 
ihe kind that stay at home and work, 
held a meeting in Summerhill, one of 
the largest negro colonies in the city, 
and decided that while they deploreg the 
recent trouble in the city, they ‘elt 
forced to admit that it had done some 
good, in that since last Saturday a! 
‘ne negro men and youths had gone home 
instead of loafing about the streets and 
in barrooms. In many instances negro 
men, who had been out of work, had se- 
cured jobs, and were taking their money 
home to their wives and children. 

It is this condition of affairs which 
causes the police to feel certain that At- 
lanta will enjoy one of the most quict 
and peaceable Saturday nights tonight 
chat hag ever been known in the history 
of the city. 

If by any accident there should be any 
oisorder, says Chief Jennings, it will be 
ripped in the bud before any harm can 
te done. Since last Saturday night's oc- 
currences fhe police are in no humor to 
temporize, and disorderly persons will te 
arrested as quick as policemen can lay 
hands on them. 

“The people need have not the least 
sit of fear about tonignt,”’ states Chief 
Tennings. ‘“‘The police now have the en- 
tire city under good control, ang we are 
amply able to stop any semblance of dis- 
order. The citizens can go home and 
sleep, resting assured that the night will 
pass off as quietly as ever a night passed 
off in the most peaceful city." 

Negroes in No Danger. 

It has been reported to Mayor Wood- 
ward that during the recent excitement a 
large number of well-to-d@ negroes, in- 
cluding students and laborers, left tha 
city to seek places of safety until] the 
trouble was over. 

Speaking of this matter yesterday, the 
mayor sald: 

‘“T learn from what I consider very 
good authority that several negroes have 
left the city who have been: regarded as 
among the best colored citizens. This 
was done in an hour of fear and excite- 
ment. I understand that a large number 
of students who hawe been attending the 
negro colleges left the city, and that sev- 
eral of the best-known negro mechanics 
also left Atlanta. 

“T want to say that I honestly belleve 
there is not now the least danger to any 
negroes or white people. The trouble fs 


be - 


all over, so far as I or the police can ~ 


| see, and I ‘feel warranted in advising all 


the negroes who left the city that ‘f 
they return at once they will be in no 
@anger whatever from any mob. 

“If any worthless negroes have left 
they can stay away, but it is to the bet- 
ter class of negroes that I address my- 
self. and I say to them to come back 
if they want to, and either resume their 
studies at the schools or go back to their 
work. They are now in no danger.

Uncle Sam Will Open a Recruiting, 
Station for Jack Tars in At- 
lanta Next Monday.

Cole, with an office force of competent 
young men, will open wp headquarters 
in room 712, Temple Court building, Mon- 
day morning, for a recruiting station. 
The office hours will be from 9 @ m. to 
5 p. m., and the station will be kept open 

during the entire week. 

In view of the fact that the govern- 
ment is putting all of the new men of 
war in commission, the navy department 
has issued a call for 3,000 young men to 
do duty on these floating steel fortresses. 
For this reason, Lieutenant Cole has 
good positions to offer all skilled mechan- 
ics, such as machinists, electricians, 
boiler-makers, carpentenrs, firemen, etc. 
9:enographers and typewriters will also 
be enlisted in the yeoman branch,

as hospital apprentices and stewards,

Recorder Broyles investigated the riot 
yesterday morning which occurred in 
Darktown last Monday afternoon, and 
it was the last of the cases resulting from 
the recent disorder. 

Six negroes, Son Morrow, John Morris, 
Walter Payne, Wilbur Payne, Tom Mo- 
rant and Charlie Howard, were arraigned 
on tthe charge of shooting qut arc lights 
and assaulting Frank DeVoe, a_ white 
man, 

The negro witnesses who had been sum- 
moned failed to tell what they knew and 
the officers stated that the ‘witnesses 
were afraid to testify because their lives 
ihad threatened. Only Howard and 
Morrow were identified as having been in 
the crowd of arc light breakers. 

DeVoe testified that on Monday after- 
noon he went to the corner of Butler and 
Harris streets, which is in Darktown, 
for the purpose of collecting for the pic- 
ture house of Stone & Co., and that he 
was set upon by a mob of negroes. He 
ran into a negro store and hid under

Card From Dr. White. 

Dr. John E. White, who is Mr. Wal- 
lace’s pastor, furnishes the following 
Statement concerning him: 

“The detention at police barracks of Mr. 
Hugh Wallace on the charge of lunacy 
and the publication of the same is «al- 
culated to greatly injure a young man 
much esteemed in my church, 

“Mr. Wallace is a thorcughly fine young 
man. His temperament is nervous. He 
has been under a strain for wecks, and 
in his zeal to do good made the mistake 
in judgment of calling up one of the 
disreputable houses of the city and tell- 
ing the unfortunates there that he was 
going to visit the place with three police- 
men for the purpose of getting them to 
leave the place. He also «xpressed over- 
sanguine plans for their support in lead- 
ing a better life.
